WASHINGTON, Dec. 20-— “If 
you can’t lick ’em, join em,” ap-

candidate for Republican floor 
leader of the Senate. 

With the accompanying an- 
mouncement late yesterday by 
Senator William F. Knowland of 
California, that he was withdraw- 
ing from the floor leadership con- 
test to seek Taft's present post of 
chairman of the Republican policy 
committee, Taft's election to the 


floor leadership is practically as- 
sured, 

His election to a more intimate 
relationship with President-elect 
Eisenhower means, first, that in 
the immediate future, at least he 
will be actively identified with 
the Eisenhower program as the 
Senate spokesman of the White 
House, and second, that he may 
decide to give up his prospective 
chairmanship of the Labor and 
Public Welfare Committee to take 
over the less time-consuming posi- 
tion. of ranking Republican mem- 
ber on that committee that han- 
died the Taft-Hartley Act and so- 
cial security legislation. 

Other Changes Possible. 

Taft is a member also of the 
Senate Finance Committee, which 
handles tax legislation. In re- 
recent months, however, he has 
talked about giving up this im- 
portant assignment, where he is 
next-in seniority to Senator Eu- 
gene Millikin of Colorado, to take 
membership of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee.

Former South Carolina Newspaper 
Man Got Life Term After 
Boston Trial in 1948. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Dec. 202 
(AP)—The death of Robert Henry 
Best, serving a life sentence for 
treason for broadcasting Nazi 
propaganda during World War II, 
was disclosed today. 

Officials of the United States 
Medical Center for Federal Pris- 
oners here said Best died Tues- 
day after what a spokesman de- 
scribed as an “illness of some 
time.” The body was shipped yes- 
terday to Spartanburg, S.C. 

Best, 56-year-old former Sumter 
(S.C.) newspaper man, was con- 
victed in federal court at Boston, 
April 16, 1948. He admitted he 
had made 300 broadcasts from 
Germany between 1942 and 1945. 
He is survived by his wife.

One prisoner, booked as Al- 
phonso Maxwell, living in the 
2800 block of Thomas street, was 
identified in a $2239 robbery and 
in a second holdup. He denied 
knowledge of the robberies, al- 
though he was unable to explain 
the presence of a revolver in the 
waistband of his trousers, and a 
shotgun and a revolver in the 
automobile. ) 


The second man described him- 
self as Emmett Davis, and gave 
an address in the 8700 block of 
Agnes avenue, Brentwood. Both 
men are Negroes. 

Detective Sgt. William Heffern 
and two companions, Cpl. John 
Finan and Detective John Mur- 
phy, were watching the neighbor- 
hood of the bank yesterday when 
they noticed Maxwell and Davis 
in the latter’s automobile, parked 
in Cole street, near Jefferson ave- 
nue, with the engine running. A 
search of the machine ‘revealed 
the shotgun, revolver, ammunition 
for the weapons, a gas mask and 
a knitted hood. Merchants cus- 
tomarily withdraw funds from the 
bank on Friday afternoons to cash 
pay checks for customers. 


Maxwell was identified by Ben 
and Ely Appel, brothers, who. 
were robbed of $2239 in their 
store, 1912 Franklin avenue, Nov. 
28, by an armed Negro, who 
locked 10 customers in the icebox. 
Ben Appel had withdrawn $2100 
a short time earlier from Jeffer- 
son Bank & Trust Co.. He quoted 
the robber as remarking, “I had a 
tail on you. outside,” meaning an 
accomplice had followed the gro- 
cer from the bank. 

Ward Smith, clerk in a liquor 
store at 1637 Franklin avenue, 
identified Maxwell as the armed 
robber, who held him up in the 
store Oct. 3, taking $343, which 
Smith had withdrawn from Jeffer- 
son Bank. Davis, booked suspect- 
ed of carrying concealed weapons, 
denied participation in the hold- 

ups. 

Two employes of Schenberg’s 
Market, Thirty-ninth street and 
Lafayette avenue, were robbed of 
$3853 . two armed men last 
night after drawing the money 
from Tower Grove Bank & Trust 
Co., 3134 South Grand boulevard. 

The employes, Robert Brown, 
5703 Roosevelt place, and Eugene 
Stewart, 3967 Utah street, were 
parking their automobile in the 
3900 block of Lafayette avenue 
shortly after 7 p.m. when the rob- 
bers appeared, displayed revol- 
vers and threatened to shoot them 
if they made an outcry. 

Force Way Into Automobile. 

Forcing their way into the ma- 
chine, one man took the wheel 
and drove to an alley between 
Lafayette and McRee avenue, 
where the robbers put Brown and 
Stewart out after taking a canvas 
bag containing the money. The 
machine was found abandoned a 
short time later in the 4100 block 
of Folsom avenue. 

The robbers were described as 
white men, each about 35 years 
old. One wore 4 dark suit, brown 
topcoat and brown hat. Police 
later arrested a man with a long 
police record who lives in the 
neighborhood, after his photo- 
graph was tentatively identified 
by the victims.

lia ‘Dietieohe That 
Eisenhower Thinks 
Shortage Is Serious — 
Urgent Appeal for Ar- 
tillery Shells. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (INS) 
—A new look at the ammunition 
supply in Korea is being taken 
today on the basis of the army’s 
disclosure that President-elect 


Eisenhower thinks there are ser- 
ious shortages of artillery shells 
and bullets. 

Against a background of offi- 
cial statements that ammunition 
was being rationed merely to 
prevent waste, the army now re- 
veals that Gen. Mark W. Clark 
has been sending the Pentagon 
urgent appeals for stepped-up de- 
liveries of artillery shells. 

Maj. Gen. William O. Reeder, 
the army’s deputy chief for sup- 
ply, said the supreme commander 
and his aides in the Far East un- 
doubtedly described these short- 
ages to Eisenhower when he vis- 
ited Korea. 

Eisenhower said Dec. 14 in a 
report on his Korean visit that 
“certain problems of supply have 
reached rather serious propor- 
tions.” He didn’t specify what 
they were. 

Reeder told a press conference 
late yesterday: “Mr. Eisenhower 
hasn’t communicated with me, but 
I have no doubt in my mind that 
he was referring to ammunition.” 

The supply thief said that only 
two or three weeks ago he re- 
ceived from Tokyo a request for a 
6624 per cent increase in deliv- 
eries of a certain type of ammu- 
nition, and that it might take a 
year to produce enough to fill the 
order. 

Gen. Reeder said there had 
been rationing of ammunition in 
Korea and there still is in some 
types. 

He added that Eisenhower 
probably listened to persons “who 
would like to have all the ammu- 
nition they could lay their hands 
on.” He replied with a sharp 
“no” when asked whether he 
meant to imply that Eisenhower 
was mistaken or made a wrong 
appraisal. 

Reeder said the Army has had 
to “temper down” request of the 
more irresponsible organization 
commanders who “shoot off 
everything they have on hand.” 
He said the only way to insure 
having “surely enough ammuni- 
tion” is to buy far too much. He 
added that the Army is unable to 
do this. 

Enough for Holding Operation. 

Reeder contended that ammu- 
nition is short only from. “one 
point of view.” Except for special 
types, he said there is enough 
for the present holding opera- 
tions, but the supply would not

First 
Lt. James A.*Van Fleet Jr., a 
B-26 pilot, has been missing on 
a night mission since last April 4.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20 (AP)— 
Former Gov. Harold G. Hoffman 
of New’ Jersey admits he once 
offered to help a former convict 
fight manager smuggle a message 
to an imprisoned gambler, Joe 
Adonis. 

But Hoffman, the Republican 
governor of New Jersey from 1935 
to 1937, says he did not know 
that the fight manager, Aniello 
Ercole, had a criminal record. 


Moreover, Hoffman adds, he 
was not himself acquainted with 
Adonts, reputedly a top under- 
world power. 

Hearing Recessed. 

The former governor, now New 
Jersey State Director of Employ- 
ment, testified yesterday before 
the New York State Crime Com- 
mission, which later recessed its 
current series of public hearings 
to an unspecified date in January. 

Hoffman’s testimony came in 
the crime commission’s inquiry 
into waterfront rackets which cost 
the seven billion dollar shipping 
industry here an estimated $350,- 
000,000 a year. New Jersey 

operating in the investigation be- 
cause the Port of New York 
comprises milés of plers on both 
sides of the Hudson river. 

Yesterday's late testimony véer- 
ed from the waterfront to New

In Mexico City O’Dwyer re- 
fused to further discuss the erime 
commission testimony except to 
say, “if they have a case against 
him (Anastasia), why don’t they 
prosecute?” ' 

A short time later Harry L. 
Towe, prosecutor of Bergen 
county, N.J., said he would seek 
an indictment if he can get any 
evidence Panto was killed in New 
Jersey. 

The New York Times yesterday 
quoted O’Dwyer as saying in a 
telephone interview he could not 
have prosecuted A be- 
cause the murder occurred in 
New Jersey. 

Quotes O’Dwyer in 1941. 

In his statement last night, 
Towe said he had been informed 
by John J. Breslin, county prose- 
cutor in 1941, that O’Dwyer then 
said Panto was murdered in New 
York.

Investi- 
gation of its activities is a phase 
of the grand jury inquiry into the 
brutal beating of John Randazzo 
in front of Genovese’s Steak 


House, 819 Lucas avenue, last Nov. 
12. 

After hearing Mathews the 
grand jury adjourned until Mon- 
day. Three other witnesses, John 
J. Bantle, first vice president of 
the 102 Club and a former as- 
sistant circuit attorney; Virgil 
McCaffery, a probate court clerk 
listed as club secretary, and Po- 
lice Capt. Herman Siebels, who 
ordered a report of the club’s 
political activities when he was 
chief of detectives in 1944, were 
excused until a later date. 

Mathews Explains Aims. 

While waiting to appear before 
the investigators, Mathews told 
reporters that the club, of which 
he is president, was formed “as a 
benevolent, charitable organiza- 
tion and for reasons of good fel- 
lowship.” 

He denied that any police char- 
acters, hoodlums or former con- 
victs ever had been admitted to 
membership. Reporters asked him 
about club memberships held by 
Edward L. (Mule) Lanahan, hand- 
book operator, and Gregory (Red) 
Moore, formerly part owner of the 
Hyde Park Club, East Side 
gambling casino. 

Mathews said that Lanahan was 
a city employe at the time he 
joined. He has continued send- 
ing his dues of $12 a year, 
Mathews said, but has never been 
active in the club. Moore also 
was a city employe when he 
became a member, Mathews 
added, and dropped out when he 
became active in operation of the 
gambling casino, and was read- 
mitted to membership following 
closing of his casino by Illinois 
State Police. 

“At no meetings did we discuss 
“A great 
many Republicans are members 
along with Democrats. We never 
at any time discussed police pro- 
motions or demotions or transfers 
of officers.”

Westchester County 
Sheriff John E. Hoy and Assistant 
District Attorney M. Morton Ed- 
miston said Manheim told them 
he was co the ‘arsenal in 
behalf of. ex-President Carlos Prio 
Socarras of Cuba. 

Later Manheim denied to news- 
paper men that he mentioned 
Cuba and said he was getting the 
munitions for an unidentified cus- 
tomer. 

Prio Socarras was ousted by a 
military coup last March and 
Cuban strong man Gen. Fulgencio 
Batista—a former president—took 
over. Batista since has been named 
President of Cuba. 

Prio Socarras fled to Mexico, 
then to Miami, Fla., from where 
he and his followers have been 
taking political potshots at the 
Batista regime. 

Exile Denies Pilot. 
In Miami last night Prio Soc- 
caras denied he “knew anything” 
about a plot against Batista’s gov- 
ernment. 
The raid occurred after police 
became suspicious of unusual ac- 
tivity around the supposedly de- 
serted gas station. 
Manheim, who lives in Park 
avenue in New York City, was 
seized when he drove up to the 
station with Frank Connell, of 
Brooklyn.

We quote these words from a mete submitted 
to the Bi-State Development Agency fn ‘Decem- 
ber, 1950, by Harland Bartholoméw and Asso- 
ciates, dealing with the development of the St. 
Louis metropolitan area. 

The comment, it seems to us, fs even more 
pertinent now than it was in 1950. The need 
of St. Louis for expressways to relieve acute 
traffic congestion grows more urgent every day. 
Yet the Elliott plan for three radial express- 
ways, proposed by the state and federal govern- 
ments, is stymied today because agreement has 
not been reached among various local govern- 
ments on feasible routes. 

How to.bring about such agreement? Ob- 
viously, there must be agreement, and it must 
come soon, before the state. and federal funds 
for expressway construction are re-allocated else- 
where. We have been asking for some time now 
who will take the initiative to seek that agree- 
ment. 

Could not the Bi-State Agency at least lend a 
helping hand? It is am area-wide agency, repre- 
senting not only the city and the county but the 
entire metropolitan district on both sides of the 
Mississippi. If any agency can see the express- 
way problem whole, it should be Bi-State. 

Why cannot the Bi-State Agency, on the basis 
of purely metropolitan considerations, propose 


“expressway routes that will best serve the inter- 


ests of the area as a whole, and then enlist area- 
wite support for those routes?

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A Glimmer in Kashmir 

The possibility of agreement on a truce over 
Kashmir is the glimmer of a beginning of a 
hope for eventual peace there. It has taken five 
years of bitter and bloody dispute to get to the 
glimmer. Unless both sides ‘are: willing to be 
much more reasonable than they have been up 
to now, how long will it take te resolve the 
much more quarrelsome quéstions of what the 
plebiscite which all this leads toward should 
provide for, and how it should be held? 

If the plebiscite should give all of the 77 per 
cent Moslem state to predominantly Hindu In- 
dia, would not this create a new religious prob- 
lem?-And if all of Kashmir should go to Paki- 
stan, would India rest content permanently sep- 
arated from a largely Hindu province like Jam- 
mu? A partition of Kashmir to follow these lines 
of religious cleavage was once proposed by Sir 
Owen Dixon of Australia, a former representa- 
tive to the U.N., with a plebiscite in the Vale of 
Kashmir only. It would seem to offer better 
hope than a settlement which, no matter which 
way it went, would leave the loser with a ‘spp- 
portable claim of injustice. 

And if the plebiscite were so conducted that 
those who voted did: ‘so under ; gunjy.or under 
two guns, or under a“neipiter,of gts divided 
between the two disputants? Could such a vote 
be said to have been Gast freely, and would 
those who lost be so fully persuaded of the 
fairness of the election that they would be con- 
strained to abide by the results? 

Kashmir has a cease-fire and we trust it shall 
have a truce. May it then have a sensible ar- 
rangement for a plebiscite. ranged on such 
workable lines that both the loser and the 
winner can and will live with it. And may the 
plebiscite be so conducted as to persuade both 
sides to accept its results. These hopes are long- 
range, but patience and reason may see them 
through. 


Darkness Instead of More Light? 

Speaking at Washington. University as one 
of the centennial year visitors, Dr. George D. 
Stoddard, president of the University of Illi- 
nois, struck a solid blow for openmindedness in 
the teacher’s classroom. 

Dr. Stoddard found one of the main distinc- 
tions between a free nation and a totalitarian 
regime in the contrast between the right to 
inquire and to exchange knowledge, on the one 
hand, and the “arbitrariness of authority,” on 
the other. Then he said: 


Free men .work upon a body of knowl- 
edge; they confirm it,-.revise it, throw it 
out as worthless, .build it up again. As they 
do so without comscious awareness, the basic 
values change. 

This’ is the way knowledge grows over the 


years and he who would halt the process of 
winnowing and sifting would halt the acquisition 
of knowledge itself. So with those who have 
been sniping at UNESCO,: the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural *Organiza- 
tion, of whose related United States commission 
Dr. Stoddard is chairman. The detractors of the 
U.N. and UNESCO should be séen for what they 
are—reckless people who are. willing to run 
the risk of imposing darkness where there 
should be-more and more light. ~

And 
then you understand. You're in the TVA 
country. 


Electricity is not generally used to heat 
motor courts and homes because it’s too 
expensive. But in the Tennessee Valley 
Authority country, electrical heat is less 
costly than any other kind except, of 
course, that from forest firewood. Cutting 
enough trees and 
splitting enough saw- 
lengths to see one’s 
family through a 
winter is a lot of 
work, and takes a 
lot of time. : Many a 
mountaineer is will- 
ing*to trade the in- 
dependence © that 
comes of providing 
his own fuel supply 
for the comfort of 
having his house 
warmed by pressing 
a button. In TVA 
land the mountain- 
eer can afford it. 

And since the peo- 

ple can afford elec- 

tric heat, the appliance makers are devis- 
ing better ways of producing it. One is 
radiant ceiling panels. The panels, with 
heating coils inside, are simply fastened 
to the ceiling. 


We heard a discussion about them at a 
crossroads store. A doubter was wonder- 
ing whether the heat would come down 
into the room. “Well,” said a convert, 
“the heat from the sun comes down, don’t 
it? Matter of fact,”.he went on, “it feels 
just about like yittin’ in the sun of a warm 
evenin’.” 

Our host in the North Carolina moun- 
tains lives pretty far back—85 miles from 
Chattanooga, the nearest city, 25 miles 
from the nearest town, four miles from 
the nearest telephone. When he gets a 
telegram, it comes from the nearest tele- 
graph office by rural free delivery, and 
may arrive three days after it is sent, 
since there’s no delivery on Sundays. But

My wife had an idea that she might be 
able to find an old mill in the hills where 
she could buy some water-ground corn 
meal. It seems meal ground between 
stones possesses dietary virtues lost in the 
usual milling operation, But our host 
shook his head. All the mills in the area, 
he told us, have been replaced by electric 
grinders. 

He drove us to near-by Hiwassee dam, 
where we saw the water pouring through 
the floodgates, the boat docks in the lake 
above, the fishermen in the swift water be- 
low. We talked to the man in charge. 

“Actually,” he sald, “there wouldn't 
have to be anybody here. When the power 
demand in Chattanooga rises; somebody 
down. there throws .a switch, the flow of 


« water through the turbines here increases, 


and that’s all there is to it. That last dam 
you passed, coming up Ocoee canyon, 
works entirely by remote control, Nobody 
in the place. Kind of frightens me some- 
times, thinking of all this energy the water 
creates, without anybody lifting a finger.” 

Our host is worried about the future of 
TVA. He showed us an article by Dallas 
McKown in The Progressive, and pointed 
to the following paragraphs: 

“Representative Rains of Alabama asked 
a rhetorical question of his colleagues in 
the House and got a shocking answer. 

“Rains was speaking in favor of a pub- 
lic housing bill, and said: ‘I listened to the 
gentleman from California say we ought 
to sell everything except the _ battleship 
Missouri and the Pananta Canal . . , would 
you, sell the TVA?’—this representing to 
him the most incredible evént he could 
imagine. 

“As quick as the reflex of your leg when 
the doctor taps your knee with his rubber 
hammer came the shout from the Repub- 
lican side of the House: ‘Yes!’ 

“That roaring affirmative, representing 
a long pent-up emotion, was frightening 
to Congressmen who have fought for TVA, 
and to the valley people who met TVA 
with suspicion in 1933 but have since come 
to recognize it as a keystone of the re- 
gion’s prosperity and welfare.” 


New Year’s Day in French Missouri 


From a Bulletin of the State Historical Society of Missouri at Columbia 


Old time New Year celebrations in Mis- 
souri varied according to what part of 
Europe the village settlers came from, or 
whether it was convenient for them to 
celebrate at all. 


New Year festivities did not take hold at 
once in the small frontier settlements, but 
in the larger communities the settlers 
ushered in the new year with the same 
celebrations they had held in the East be- 
fore their migration. Many of them ob- 
served Watch Night and in some places 
New Year's was “visiting day.” 

French towns kept up the customs of the 
old country. Soon after nightfall each 
New Year’s eve, masked young men in 
fantastic costumes met, tuned up, and be- 
gan a singing tour of the village. At each 
house the young men first sang the tradi- 


tional old French song “La Guignolee” to 
le maitre et la maitresse. Then the sere- 
naders held out their baskets to collect 
gifts of food—such as maple syrup, col- 
fee, eggs, flour — from the householders. 
This was the signal for the singers to be- 
gin their “rag-dance,” and -singing and 
dancing they pr to the next house. 
The .gifts of food usually went for the 
feast of the Epiphany, or Twelfth Night. 


At dawn on New Year's day everyone 
went to mass and afterwards the young 
people knelt to receive annual blessings 
from their parents. During the rest of the 
day, the settlers visited and exchanged 
good wishes. Children called upon their 
god-parents to receive the usual New 
Year’s gifts. An evening ball climaxed 
the day’s festivities.

Sagging Floors. 


OME floors were made uneven 
7 and others just sort of get that 

way and what to do depends 
pretty much on the original cause. 
For example, in old homes you 
often find an uneven floor be- 
cause someone built it that way or 
the foundation has sagged a little. 


Now there is no point in trying 
to jack up this kind of floor be- 
cause you'd have to jack up the 
entire house. 


The best remedy is to nail 
strips of wood over the existing 
floor to form a level base, cover 
these with sheets of plywood and 
then install linoleum or asphalt 
tile over the plywood. 


A lot of floors have become un- 
even. because someone has cut 
away too many of the joists or 
girders so that water and heating 
pipes along with electric lines 
could be installed. 

When you cut a three-inch 
notch through a six-inch beam 
you haven't got a six-inch beam 


ne 
anymore. You've got a three-inch 
beam and that may not be strong 
enough to carry the existing load. 

The best remedy for these floors 
is to install additional support 
and the best way to do this is 
with an adjustable jack post 
which consists of a steef post with 
a built-in jack. You place the post 
under the sagging floor joist or 
beam, adjust it to the correct 
height and then use the. jack to 
bring the floor level. 

That’s all there is to it—the 


post is left in place to provide 
the necessary added support.

For if you 
say “women” without qualifica- 
tion, you mean all women, but 
to add “without discrimination 
of any kind” casts a doubt upon 
the meaning of the word and 
what you intended it to mean. 
So “without any discrimination” 
was not accepted for the third 
article, and the Russians ab- 
stained as a whole. 

I think they believed that we 
were putting over some deep, 
dark plot which would permit 
discrimination, and now we must 
in the plenary session take out 
those five little words, “without 
discrimination of any kind,” that 
are tacked on the first and sec- 
ond articles.

I REALIZE it was slow of me 
not to have spoken up when we 
did it in the first place, but I 
am glad I woke up before the 
mistake was irremediable. 

This covenant will be important 
for the women of this country 
because I think it will make them 
more interested in taking part on 
the policy-making level, and if 
they really want that to happen 
it will undoubtedly happen.

A 
short circuit in worn wiring may 
start a fire. Use incombustible 
material for decorations; avoid 
ornaments made- of. flammable 
paper or cotton.
